Sox’  Path  to  the  Playoffe: 

Incredible  Comebacks  and  a  Man  Named  Roger 


There  are  three  types  of  Red  Sox 
fans. 

There  are  those  who,  starving  for 
the  summer  game,  tuned  in  to  a 
meaningless  exhibition  tilt  on  April 
5th,  1986.  Rehabilitation  product 
Roger  Clemens  threw  outrageous 
three-hit  baseball  that  day,  striking 
out  nine  in  seven  innings.  That 
select  group  of  fans  began,  slowly, 
to  believe. 

Then  there  are  those  who  caught 
the  late  news  on  the  night  of  April 
29th  and  kicked  themselves  for  not 
filling  one  of  the  20,169  empty 
seats  at  Fenway.  On  the  occasion 
of  Clemens’  new  major  league 
strikeout  record,  many  more  Red 
Sox  fans  became  believers. 

And  there  are  those  stubborn

souls  who  through  an  11-0  start 
for  Clemens,  through  a  21-7  May 
and  a  314  game  lead  for  the  club, 
would  not,  absolutely  could  not 
believe  until  the  night  of  June  16th, 
when  Clemens  and  company  blew 
away  the  Yankees  10-1  in  the  Bronx. 

After  all,  why  should  anyone  have 
believed  that  the  Sox,  who  hadn’t 
produced  a  20-game  winner  in 
nearly  a  decade,  would  have  one  by 
the  end  of  August?  Or  that  this 
hard-luck  gang  would  suddenly  win 
two  out  of  every  three  close  games 
it  played  (46-23  in  games  decided 
by  one  or  two  runs)?  Or  that  the 
Boston  Red  Sox,  a  .500  club  in 
1985,  would  clinch  baseball’s  tough¬ 
est  division  with  a  week  still  to  go? 

The  story  was  pitching,  and  to 
see  how  far  back  it  goes  one  need 
only  remember  that  Clemens  was 
the  number  four  man  in  John 
McNamara’s  opening  rotation.  The 
bullpen  confirmed  everyone’s  worst 
nightmare  by  blowing  the  season’s 
first  two  games  with  late-inning 
collapses. 

But  suddenly  the  staff  reversed 
its  course,  running  off  eight  games 
in  ten  during  which  opponents  man¬ 
aged  two  runs  or  fewer.  Long  before 
Clemens  made  history  on  that  cold 
night  against  Seattle,  the  Sox’  staff 
had  grasped  an  unfamiliar  prize, 
the  league  ERA  lead,  and  would 
cling  to  it  well  into  July.  Don  Baylor 
had  begun  his  Kangaroo  Court, 
addressing  the  small  assignments 
that  win  ballgames.  The  usually 
slow-footed  Sox  were  putting  their 
bats  on  the  ball  and  moving  run¬ 
ners.  And  despite  the  loss  of  start¬ 
ing  shortstop  Glenn  Hoffman  to  ill¬ 
ness,  they  were  playing  top-notch 
defense. 

Fenway  patrons  shook  their  heads 
in  disbelief  on  May  1 1th  as  Boston 
dropped  to  a  tenth  place  tie  in

homers.  But  that  date  also  found 
the  Sox  at  20-10,  and  leading  the 
division.  Four  days  later  they  would 
seize  that  lead  for  good. 

Clemens,  American  League  Pitch¬ 
er  of  the  Month  with  a  4-0,  1.62 
mark  in  April,  stayed  unbeaten 
through  May  and  see-sawed  with 
teammate  Bruce  Hurst  for  the 
league  strikeout  lead.  The  big  three 
of  Clemens,  Hurst,  and  Oil  Can 
Boyd  were  13-2,  2.05  in  May.  Bull¬ 
pen  hopeful  Wes  Gardner  was  gone 
for  the  season,  but  newcomers 
Sammy  Stewart  and  Joe  Sambito 
led  a  group  of  relievers  quietly 
stretching  an  unbeaten  string  over 
38  games  from  April  10th  through 
May  23rd. 

The  club  was  winning  games  with 
scripts  too  far-flung  to  be  anything 
but  real.  General  manager  Lou 
Gorman  whisked  young  shortstop

Rey  Quinones  from  Pawtucket,  sur¬ 
prise-starting  him  against  the  Rang¬ 
ers  on  May  17  and  reaping  two 
run-scoring  doubles  for  the  effort. 
The  next  day,  trailing  by  a  run  in 
the  tenth,  the  Sox  converted  a 
baserunning  blunder  into  victory 
as  Marty  Barrett  and  Steve  Lyons 
went  into  second  from  different 
directions  and  recovered  to  score 
the  tying  and  winning  runs  as 
George  Wright  threw  the  ball  into 
the  dugout.  And  against  the  Twins 
a  day  later,  Marc  Sullivan,  the 
owner’s  son,  capped  another  re¬ 
markable  comeback  by  taking  a 
fastball  on  the  backside  with  the 
bases  loaded  to  force  in  the  win¬ 
ning  run. 

Adversity  struck  hard  and  fast  as 
in  rapid  succession,  Nipper,  Hurst, 
and  Stewart  went  down  to  injuries 
that  would  keep  each  out  of  action 
for  more  than  a  month  —  Hurst  for 
nearly  two.  Mike  Brown,  Jeff  Sell¬ 
ers,  and  Rob  Woodward,  part  of  a 
long  string  of  Pawtucket  imports 
during  the  season,  inherited  the 
final  three  spots  in  the  rotation. 
Media  wags  dubbed  the  new  group 
“Clemens,  Boyd,  and  Fill  the  Void.” 
It  was  this  group  that  would  lead 
Boston  through  its  first  major  test 
of  the  season  -  a  month  packed 
solid  with  Eastern  opponents. 

Clemens  (6-0)  and  Boyd  (4-2) 
responded  superbly.  Clemens’  mark 
rose  to  1 4-0  —  one  of  the  best  starts 
in  baseball  history -as  he  swept 
his  second  Pitcher  of  the  Month 
award  in  three  tries.  The  bullpen 


was  off  on  another  streak-  this  time 
46  games  without  a  loss  took  them 
to  the  All  Star  break.  Stanley  won 
three  and  saved  five  in  June,  and 
Sambito  added  two  high-pressure 
saves  against  the  Yankees.  And 
while  the  Pawtucket  trio  were  a  bit 
overmatched,  losing  9  of  1 1  deci¬ 
sions  at  one  point,  the  Sox  pulled 
off  three-game  sweeps  in  the  home 
parks  of  both  leading  contenders, 
New  York  and  Baltimore.  Sellers 
contributed  one  of  the  season’s  big 
wins,  an  8-3  shocker  over  the  1 0-2 
Mike  Boddicker.

vent  a  Yankee  sweep  in  Fenway 
began  a  six-game  win  streak,  and 
suddenly  Boston  led  the  pack  by 
eight  games.  When  Gorman  ac¬ 
quired  Tom  Seaver  for  Lyons,  the 
Sox  seemed  set.  It  was  only  then 
that  they  swooned. 

Clemens  lost  two  straight  and 
righted  himself  just  in  the  nick  of 
time;  Boyd  blew  up  in  the  clubhouse 
over  an  All  Star  snub  and  was  even¬ 
tually  suspended  for  nearly  four 
weeks.  The  next  day,  the  Sox  began 
a  streak  of  19  days  in  which  no 
pitcher  but  Clemens  won  a  game. 
The  bullpen  went  19  games  with¬ 
out  a  save.  At  the  end  of  July,  Bos¬ 
ton’s  first  and  last  losing  month 
until  October,  the  lead  was  down  to 
four. 

Two  big  developments  opened 
the  gates  for  a  successful  August. 
On  the  3rd,  rookie  Calvin  Schiraldi 
fanned  two  Royals  with  the  tying 
runs  aboard  in  the  ninth  to  earn 
his  first  big  league  save.  Suddenly 
the  Red  Sox  had  the  strikeout 
bullpen  stopper  they’d  searched  for 
since  Goose  Gossage  blew  them 
away  in  1978.  Clemens’  old  Texas 
Longhorn  teammate  would  rack  up 
six  saves  and  two  wins  during  the 
month. 

And  on  the  6th,  the  bats  returned 
to  Fenway.  The  close  of  July  found 
the  Sox  in  the  bottom  half  of  the 
league’s  run  production  chart.  When 
they  managed  only  one  run  in  two 
losses  against  Chicago,  McNamara 
had  seen  enough.  He  juggled  his 
lineup  that  day,  including  a  move 


of  Wade  Boggs,  baseball’s  best 
on-base  man,  into  the  leadoff  spot. 
The  Sox  responded  with  seven  runs 
in  the  first  two  innings,  and  Hurst 
proved  he  was  back  by  completing 
the  9-0  rout. 

Detroit  was  next  in  line,  and  the 
Sox  faced  four  games  in  Tiger  Sta¬ 
dium  with  a  modest  four-game

lead.  But  the  new-look  Sox  were 
too  much  for  Sparky’s  gang.  Seaver 
picked  up  his  most  important  win 
of  the  season,  a  6-1  complete-game 
decision  in  the  opener.  And  the  bats 
boomed  for  17  runs  in  the  next 
two  wins,  both  of  which  were  saved 
by  Schiraldi.  When  the  Sox  took 
two  of  three  from  Detroit  in  Fenway 
a  week  later,  the  Tigers  were  done. 

Two  days  later  the  Sox  had  them¬ 
selves  a  new  shortstop,  yet  another 
former  Longhorn.  In  his  third  game, 
Spike  Owen  tied  a  major  league 
record  by  scoring  six  runs  in  a  24-5 
massacre  in  Cleveland. 

The  final  challengers  were  the 
defending  champion  Blue  Jays. 
Boston  dropped  five  of  six  against 
the  Indians  and  Rangers  while  the 
Jays  were  on  a  roll  that  would  reach 
nine  straight  victories.  The  lead  was 
down  to  y/z  games  when  the  Sox 
took  matters  in  hand. 

The  decisive  streak  was  played 
out  with  almost  perfect  symmetry. 
Clemens  started  things  by  picking 
up  his  20th  win  and  200th  strike¬ 
out  in  a  7-3  win  over  Cleveland. 
During  the  next  week,  Boggs  and 
Marty  Barrett  would  each  win  games 


in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth.  Jim  Rice 
would  belt  grand  slams  to  key  two 
more  victories,  vaulting  himself  into 
the  MVP  picture.  The  Sox  would 
come  from  behind  nine  times  in  a 
win  spree  that  reached  1 1 .  Boggs, 
on  his  way  to  a  third  batting  title, 
would  hit  in  every  game,  his  season- 
high  20-game  hit  streak  beginning 
precisely  with  the  league’s  season- 
high  win  streak.  The  lead  was  814. 

On  the  day  that  the  streak  came 
to  a  close,  the  Jays  dropped  a  dou¬ 
bleheader  to  the  Yanks.  When  the 
Sox  mashed  the  Yankees  the  next 
day  on  two  Bill  Buckner  homers 
and  another  solid  effort  from  Hurst 
(on  the  way  to  his  own  Pitcher  of 
the  Month  honors  at  5-0, 1.07),  the 
lead  was  10  with  21  to  play. 

So  on  September  28th,  when 
Blue  Jay  Kelly  Gruber’s  pop-up  set¬ 
tled  into  Buckner’s  waiting  glove, 
the  Sox  had  won  their  first  divisional 
title  in  over  a  decade.  And  here,  in 
their  great  moment,  the  Fenway 
throngs  showed  character  to  match 
that  of  their  winning  ballclub.  There 
was  no  mob  chaos,  no  rushing  the 
field,  no  gouging  of  sod. 

Twenty  minutes  after  the  players 
had  disappeared,  Clemens  led  a 
charge  back  onto  the  field,  hopping 
up  on  the  back  of  a  Boston  police 
horse  and  saluting  the  crowd  that 
remained.  “We  were  proud  of  the 
dignified  way  the  fans  conducted 
themselves,”  owner  Haywood  Sull¬ 
ivan  explained.  “The  players  went 
back  out  there  as  a  tribute  to 
them.” 

This  time  everyone  believed.

Red  Sox  pitching  ace  Roger  Clemens  struck  out  a  major 
league  record  20  batters  in  a  nine-inning  game  as  the  Sox  edged 
Seattle  in  Fenway  Park,  3-1,  on  April  29.  In  one  of  the  best 
pitching  performances  in  the  history  of  baseball,  Clemens  domi¬ 
nated  the  Mariners  on  three  hits,  and  incredibly,  walked  no  one  to 
go  along  with  his  record  20  strikeouts.  The  big  Texan  whiffed  at 
least  one  batter  each  inning  and  fanned  the  side  three  times  in 
surpassing  the  former  record  of  19  strikeouts  in  a  game,  held 
jointly  by  Steve  Carlton,  Tom  Seaver,  Molan  Ryan,  and  Charles 
Sweeney.  Dwight  Evans  provided  Clemens  with  all  the  offense  he 
needed  by  belting  a  three-run  homer  in  the  Boston  seventh. 


June  17 


Lefthanded  short  reliever  Joe  Sambito  worked  out  of  bases- 
loaded  jams  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  innings  as  the  Sox  held  on  to 
beat  New  York  in  Yankee  Stadium,  7-6,  on  June  17.  Sambito 
answered  the  call  for  a  lefty  reliever  by  striking  out  Mike  Ragliarulo 
with  the  bases  loaded  in  the  eighth,  then  retiring  Don  Mattingly 
and  Dave  Winfield  consecutively  with  the  Yankee  sacks  full  again 
in  the  ninth,  thus  preserving  a  one-run  Boston  lead.  Dwight 
Evans  was  the  Boston  offensive  hero  with  a  pair  of  two-run 
homers. 


Down  7-6  to  the  Twins  on  May  1 9  with  two  out  and  none  on  in 
the  bottom  of  the  ninth  at  Fenway,  the  Sox  reached  into  their 
fathomless  bag  of  late-inning  heroics  and  battled  back  for  an  8-7 
victory.  Marty  Barrett,  as  he  did  all  season  long,  sparked  the  rally 
with  a  walk  off  reliever  Ron  Davis.  Wade  Boggs  doubled  Barrett 
to  third,  and  Bill  Buckner  was  walked  to  load  the  bases.  Jim  Rice 
battled  back  from  an  0-2  count  and  walked  to  force  in  the  tying 
run.  Backup  catcher  Marc  Sullivan  was  hit  by  a  Davis  pitch, 
forcing  in  the  game-winning  tally..

June  18 

The  Red  Sox  compiled  their  first  series  sweep  in  Yankee 
Stadium  since  1 982$hen  ex-\hnkee  designated  hitter  Don  Baylor 
burned  his  former  mates--not  to  mentiorwankee  owner  George 
Steinbrenner--with  a  three-run  double  in  the  ninth.  The  key  hit 
propelled  Boston  to  a  5-2  victory  over  the  Bombers  on  June  1 8. 
Boston’s  third  straight  win  in  New  York  widened  their  lead  over 
the  second-place  Yanksto  6 1  /2  games,  and  servefnotice  to  the 
rest  of  the  division  that  this  team  would  be  tough  to  catch. 
Baylor’s  clutch  double  off  reliever  Brian  Fisher  broke  open  a  2-2 
deadlock,  and  made  a  winner  out  of  Oil  Can  Boyd.

Ai  Nipper  came  off  the  disabled  list  to 
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In  one  of  the  season’s  most  miraculous  comebacks,  the  Red 
Sox  scored  four  runs  in  the  1 2th  inning  to  shock  the  Angels,  8-7, 
at  Fenway  Park  on  July  1 0.  The  Angels  were  apparently  on  their 
way  to  a  hard-fought,  extra-inning  victory  after  breaking  a  4-4 
deadlock  with  three  runs  in  the  top  of  the  12th.  But  Boston 
responded  in  like  fashion,  rallying  in  the  bottom  half  of  the  inning 
with  a  two-out,  none-on  parade.  Jim  Rice  brought  the  Sox  to 
within  one  with  a  two-run  homer.  Then  ex-Boston  shortstop  Rick 
Burleson  dropped  a  pop-up  that  would  have  ended  a  7-6  Angels 
win  to  keep  the  rally  alive.  Rich  Gedman  singled  in  the  tying  run, 
and  Dwight  Evans  trotted  home  with  the  game-winner  moments 
later  when  Angels’  reliever  Todd  Fischer  balked  with  the  bases 
loaded.

Roger  Clemens  pitched  eight  tough  innings  on  September  21 
for  his  24th  win  as  the  Red  Sox  burned  the  Blue  Jays,  3-2,  thus 
reducing  the  Magic  Number  to  four  with  12  games  remaining. 
Other  than  The  Rocket,  who  won  for  the  14th  time  after  a  Red 
Sox  loss,  Red  Sox  right  fielder  Dwight  Evans  was  the  hero  of  this 
hard-fought  battle  at  Exhibition  Stadium.  Evans  made  two  fine 
running  catches  in  right,  and  clouted  a  solo  homer  in  the  fifth 
that  stood  up  as  the  gamewinning  tally.  Calvin  Schiraldi  mowed 
down  the  Jays  in  the  final  inning  for  his  ninth  save.

August  3 

Bullpen  ace  Calvin  Schiraldi  made  his  Fenway  debut  and 
picked  up  his  first  big  league  save  on  August  3  as  the  Sox  edged 
the  Royals,  5-3.  Schiraldi  earned  his  newfound  position  of  game 
closer  by  halting  a  Royals  rally  in  the  ninth,  and  saving  A1 
Nipper’s  sixth  win.  With  two  on  and  none  out  and  the  Sox 
clinging  to  a  precarious  two-run  lead,  Schiraldi  closed  the  door 
on  KC  by  striking  out  Frank  White  and  Steve  Balboni,  and 
inducing  Mite  Kingery  to  ground  out  to  end  the  game.  Wade 
Boggs  delivered  the  game-winning  hit,  a  two-run  single  in  the 
seventh  inning. 


September  27 

Lefty  starter  Bruce  Hurst  fired  a  six-hit,  2-0  shutout  at  the  Blue 
Jays  on  September  27,  clinching  at  least  a  tie  for  Boston’s  first 
AL  East  flag  in  1 1  years.  Hurst  was  masterful  in  notching  his 
career-high  13th  win  and  his  fourth  shutout  of  the  season  at 
Fenway  Park.  His  performance  earned  him  the  number  two 
position  in  the  rotation  for  the  ALCS  against  the  Angels.

A  Sox  win  in  Game  One  seemed  to  be  a  consensus 
lock  with  Roger  Clemens  on  the  hill,  but  somebody 
forgot  to  poll  Mike  Witt  and  the  Angels.  Buoyed  by 
Witt's  five-hitter  and  a  pair  of  two-run  singles  by  Brian 
Downing,  the  Angels  shellacked  Boston,  8-1,  to  take  a 
1-0  series  lead. 

Witt  was  masterful,  yielding  just  a  Don  Baylor  wall- 
double  and  four  harmless  singles,  while  striking  out 
three  and  walking  two  in  going  the  distance.  The 
Angels  took  advantage  of  Clemens'  rare  wildness  in 
the  second  by  scoring  four  runs.  The  Sox'  ace  whiffed 
the  first  two  Angels,  then  walked  the  number  eight 
and  nine  hitters.  Bob  Boone  and  Gary  Pettis,  who  both 
came  around  to  score.  Downing  capped  the  rally  with 
the  first  of  his  two-run  singles. 

The  Angels  went  up  5-0  with  an  unearned  run  in  the 
third  off  The  Rocket.  Meanwhile,  Witt  took  a  no-hitter 
into  the  sixth,  before  Wade  Boggs  broke  it  up  with  a 
two-out,  chop  single.  Marty  Barrett's  RBI  single  in  the 
same  frame  accounted  for  Boston's  lone  run.

Behind  the  complete-game  effort  of  Bruce  Hurst  and  a  13-hit 
attack,  the  Red  Sox  evened  the  series  with  an  error-filled,  9-2  win 
over  the  Angels.  The  Sox  committed  two  miscues  and  the  Angels 
three,  but  all  of  the  visitors'  came  in  the  seventh  when  the  Sox 
rallied  for  three  unearned  runs  to  break  open  a  3-2  game. 

Bill  Buckner  sparked  the  rally  by  reaching  on  a  Bobby  Grich  error 
Jim  Rice  singled  and  Don  Baylor  walked  to  load  the  bases  with 
one  out.  Doug  DeCinces  then  booted  Evans'  grounder,  allowing 
the  first  run  to  score.  Dick  Schofield's  throwing  error  on  a 
subsequent  Rich  Gedman  double-play  ball  plated  the  other  two 
runs;  6-2,  Boston,  at  this  point. 

The  Angels  threatened  to  take  charge  in  the  sixth  with  three 
consecutive  hard  singles  off  Hurst,  but  a  baserunning  blunder  by 
Grich  allowed  Hurst  to  escape  unscathed.  With  Grich  on  second, 
Boone  singled  in  the  hole  to  left  and  Rice  came  up  firing  to  the 
plate.  Grich  and  third  base  coach  Moose  Stubing  got  their  signals 
crossed,  Grich  overran  the  bag,  and  was  tagged  out  on  the  relay. 

Rice's  eighth-inning  homer  capped  a  three-run  Sox  rally  that  put 
the  Angels  away

The  littlest  Angels  proved  Oil  Can  Boyd's  undoing  as  Dick  Schofield  and 
Gary  Pettis  bashed  a  pair  of  homers  in  the  decisive  seventh  inning, 
sending  California  to  a  5-3  decision  in  Game  3. 

With  the  score  knotted  at  1  - 1 ,  The  Can  got  two  quick  outs  in  the 
seventh,  but  Schofield,  the  number  eight  hitter  took  him  deep  for  a  2-1 
California  lead.  After  a  single  to  Boone,  Pettis  unloaded  with  only  his  sixth 
homer  of  the  season. 

Boston,  held  in  check  by  Angel  starter  John  Candelaria  through  seven, 
fought  back  with  two  runs  off  Donnie  Moore  in  the  eighth.  A  balk  and 
Rich  Gedman's  second  RBI  single  of  the  night  plated  the  runs.  But  an  error 
by  Wade  Boggs  gave  California  an  insurance  run  in  the  bottom  of  the 
inning.- 

The  Red  Sox  led  1-0  into  the  sixth  and  squandered  two  opportunities 
to  break  the  game  open  early.  In  the  second,  a  walk  and  three  hits 
produced  just  a  single  run  as  Boone  picked  Don  Baylor  off  first  to 
dampen  the  threat.  Boston  also  failed  to  score  in  the  fifth  after  putting 
men  on  second  and  third  with  none  out. 

The  Angels  were  victimized  by  a  rare  umpires'  reversal  in  the  fourth. 
When  Doug  DeCinces'  slow  roller  caromed  off  first  base  for  a  single,  Bill 
Buckner  threw  home  too  late  to  get  Wally  Joyner  according  to  plate 
umpire  Terry  Cooney  who  was  up  the  line  to  make  a  foul  ball  determi¬ 
nation.  Third  base  umpire  Rich  Garcia  reversed  the  call,  triggering  Gene 
Mauch's  eventual  ejection.

Late-innmg  lightning  sent  Boston  reeling  to  a  4-3  defeat  and  a  3-1 
deficit  in  the  series.  Trailing  3-0  in  the  ninth,  California  erupted  for 
three  runs  off  Boston  aces  Roger  Clemens  and  Calvin  Schiraldi  to  tie 
the  game,  then  won  it  on  a  single  by  Bobby  Grich  in  the  1 1th. 

Clemens,  pitching  on  three  days'  rest,  carried  his  shutout  into  the 
ninth.  Doug  DeCinces  opened  the  frame  with  a  homer  to  pull  the 
Angels  to  3- 1 .  One-out  singles  by  Dick  Schofield  and  Bob  Boone 
brought  Schiraldi  to  the  mound.  Gary  Pettis  greeted  him  with  a  fly 
ball  to  left,  which  was  misplayed  into  a  double,  scoring  Schofield. 

Schiraldi  issued  an  intentional  pass  to  Ruppert  Jones,  loading  the 
bases.  He  then  struck  out  Grich  for  the  second  out  and  worked  Brian 
Downing  to  0-2  before  hitting  him  with  a  pitch  to  force  in  the  run, 
capping  the  comeback  and  tying  the  game. 

Grich,  whose  misplays  had  given  Clemens  two  insurance  runs  in 
the  eighth,  atoned  in  the  eleventh.  Jerry  Narron  opened  the  inning 
with  a  single  to  right  and  moved  into  scoring  position  on  a  sacrifice 
by  Pettis.

With  the  Red  Sox  one  pitch  from  elimination  in  the  ninth, 
Dave  Henderson  etched  his  name  in  Boston  baseball 
history  with  a  stunning  two-run  homer,  keying  a  dramatic 
7-6  decision  and  sending  the  series  back  to  Boston. 

Just  as  California  had  done  in  Game  4,  the  Red  Sox 
trailed  by  three  in  the  ninth,  rallied  to  force  extra  innings, 
and  pulled  it  out  with  a  run  in  the  eleventh.

Witt  then  retired  Dwight  Evans  for  the  second  out,  but 
Gene  Mauch  chose  not  to  let  his  ace  pitch  to  Rich 
Gedman,  who  had  already  rung  up  a  two-run  homer,  a 
double,  and  a  single.

The  Red  Sox  obliterated  the  Angels  for  the  second  straight  night  at 
Fenway  running  away  with  the  decisive  seventh  game  and  advancing  to 
a  World  Series  date  with  the  Mets. 

The  Sox  opened  up  a  7-0  lead  in  the  fourth  inning,  and  with  Roger 
Clemens  on  the  mound,  would  never  look  back.  Clemens,  who  was 
available  only  through  John  McNamara's  decision  to  pitch  him  twice  on 
three  days'  rest,  pitched  seven  innings  of  shutout  baseball.  Clemens  thus 
earned  his  first  win  in  three  League  Championship  starts. 

All  seven  of  the  runs  charged  to  Angel  starter  John  Candelaria  were 
unearned,  as  both  of  Boston's  big  innings  opened  with  errors.  Jim  Rice 
reached  on  an  error  to  open  the  second.  A  single  by  Don  Baylor  and  a 
walk  to  Dwight  Evans  loaded  the  bases  with  no  outs.  Rich  Gedman 
plated  Rice  with  a  ground  ball,  and  with  two  out,  Wade  Boggs  delivered 
a  two-run  single  off  the  second  base  bag  for  a  3-0  lead. 

Dave  Henderson  led  off  the  fourth  with  a  deep  drive  to  center  which 
Gary  Pettis  dropped  for  a  three-base  error.

Bruce  Hurst  pitched  7  1/3  shutout  innings  en  route  to  a  4-2,  complete- 
game  victory  over  the  Mets  to  give  the  Red  Sox  a  3-2  Series  lead.  Hurst 
outdueled  Mets  ace  Dwight  Gooden  for  his  second  World  Series  win 
and  Boston's  first  at  Fenway  following  a  pair  of  losses. 

Boston  jumped  on  Gooden  for  single  runs  in  the  second  and  third 
innings,  and  then  chased  the  Mets  righty  with  a  pair  of  runs  in  the 
fifth.  Dave  Henderson  scored  the  game's  first  run  in  the  second  inning 
when  he  tripled  with  one  out  and  scampered  home  on  Spike  Owen's 
sacrifice  fly.  The  Sox  went  up  2-0  in  the  inning  with  an  unearned  run. 

Bill  Buckner  reached  on  an  error  by  shortstop  Rafael  Santana,  moved  to 
second  on  a  walk  to  Jim  Rice,  and  scored  on  a  Dwight  Evans  single. 

Rice  sparked  the  fifth  inning  rally  with  a  leadoff  triple.  Don  Baylor 
plated  him  with  an  RBI  single,  then  advanced  to  third  on  a  perfectly 
executed  hit-and-run  play  with  Evans  that  sent  Gooden  to  the  showers. 
Henderson  doubled  home  Evans  for  a  4-0  lead  before  reliever  Sid 
Fernandez  could  snuff  out  the  rally. 

Hurst,  meanwhile,  scattered  10  hits  and  was  on  his  way  to  a 
second-straight  Series  shutout  until  Tim  Teufel  homered  off  him  in  the 
8th  and  the  Mets  added  another  tally  on  a  pair  of  two-out  hits  in  the 
9th.

Just  one  out  away  from  their  first  World  Series  crown  since  1918,  the 
Red  Sox  squandered  a  two-run  lead  in  the  tenth  inning  to  hand  the 
Mets  a  6-5  win  that  evened  the  Series  at  three  games  apiece. 

Boston  led  throughout  most  of  the  game,  scoring  single  runs  in  the 
first  and  second  innings  off  Bobby  Ojeda.  Roger  Clemens,  mean¬ 
while,  breezed  through  the  first  four  innings  with  a  no-hitter  before 
the  Mets  scored  twice  in  the  fifth  to  tie  the  game.  An  unearned  run  in 
the  seventh  put  Boston  ahead  briefly,  3-2.  But  the  Mets  tied  it  up  in 
the  eighth  on  a  Gary  Carter  sacrifice  fly 

A  Boston  victory  appeared  imminent  when  the  Red  Sox  took  a  5-3 
lead  in  the  top  of  the  tenth  on  a  leadoff  homer  by  Dave  Henderson,  a 
Wade  Boggs  double  and  an  RBI  single  by  Marty  Barrett.  But  the  Mets 
stormed  back  by  rallying  for  three  runs  when  the  game  and  Series 
seemed  all  but  over  with  two  out,  nobody  on,  and  Sox  ace  reliever 
Calvin  Schiraldi  on  the  mound.  Carter  pinch-hitter  Kevin  Mitchell, 
and  Ray  Knight  stroked  consecutive  singles  to  account  for  the  first  run. 
Sox  reliever  Bob  Stanley  then  tossed  a  wild  pitch  on  a  2-2  count  to 
Mookie  Wilson  that  brought  home  Mitchell  with  the  tying  run.  Knight 
scored  from  second  base  moments  later  when  Bill  Buckner  errored, 
letting  Wilson's  ground  ball  down  the  first  base  line  go  under  his 
glove  into  right  field.
